Join  In  Praise 
Of  C-D  Workers 
For  Canvass  Job 

In  extending  the  period  for 
the  active  work  of  the  Military 
Ballot  Information  Canvass 
until  the  evening  of  July  6, 
both  Governor  Martin  and 
Doctor  Ralph  Cooper  Hutchison, 
Executive  Director  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense,  highly 
complimented  the  men  and 
women  of  Civilian  Defense  and 
their  volunteer  associates  who 
have  been  carrying  forth  the 
Canvass  under  occasionally  dis- 
couraging circumstances. 

“The  idea  is  to  extend  the 
Canvass  until  the  evening  of 
Thursday,  July  6,  and  to  have 
the  completed  cards  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Election 
Boards  at  the  various  polling 
places  where  they  will  sit  be- 
fore 8:00  A.  M.  the  following 
day,  Friday,  July  7,  which  is 
Military  Ballot  Day  under  the 
proclamation  of  the  Governor” 
said  Dr.  Hutchison. 

“A  number  of  our  County 
Chairmen  have  asked  for  this 
extension  setting  forth  the 
necessity  of  revisiting  some 
homes  as  high  as  three  and 
four  times  in  order  to  obtain 
serial  numbers  or  to  find  at 
home  folks  who  have  been 
absent  on  war  work  or  for 
other  reasons,”  then  too,  I am 
sorry  to  say,  there  have  been 
instances  where  people  have  re- 
fused to  give  information  to 
our  canvassers.  In  these  latter 
cases  I have  asked  our  County 
Chairmen  to  instruct  their  can- 
vassers to  make  note  of  such 
refusals,  place  the  facts  on  the 
cards  so  that  if  there  is  any 
complaint  about  a man  or 
woman  not  receiving  a ballot 
from  his  or  her  County  Com- 
missioners for  the  November 
election,  the  card  will  be  proof 
of  the  effort  we  have  made  to 
obtain  name  and  address. 

“The  Governor  has  told  me 
how  much  he  appreciates  the 
personal  sacrifices  and  efforts 
the  men  and  women  in  this 
Canvass  have  made.  They  have 
performed  a patriotic  duty 
upon  which  they  can  look  back 
upon  with  a great  deal  of  sat- 
isfaction and  for  which  their 
relations,  friends  and  neighbors 
on  their  return  will  thank 
them.” 


New  Victory 
Garden  Ideas 
Are  Advanced 

Mrs.  Worthington  Scranton, 
Commander  of  War  Services,  in 
whose  organization  there  are 
now  enrolled,  including  the 
Salvage  groups,  more  than 
900,000  Pennsylvania  men  and 
women,  has  been  receiving 
some  suggestions  from  folk 
active  in  the  Victory  Garden 
program  which  are  well  worth 
considering  at  local  levels. 

It  seems  that  County  Chair- 
men of  Victory  Gardens  and 
others  active  in  promotion  of 
this  important  food  raising  and 
conservation  campaign  have 
been  paying  out  of  their  own 


pockets  for  telephone  tolls  to 
further  agencies  pertaining  to 
the  Victory  Gardens  program. 
Furthermore,  instances  have 
come  to  the  State  Offices  that 
the  Chairmen  and  others  have 
paid  the  cost  of  seed,  tools  and

State  Falls 
Short  of  Per 
Capita  Goal 

Colley  S.  Baker  Reports 
Per  Capita  Collections  of 
34  Pounds  as  Compared 
With  Goal  of  48  Pounds 

Salvage  Committees  of  Penn- 
sylvania Councils  of  Defense 
for  the  first  five  months  of  this 
year,  from  Jan.  1 to  May  31,  in- 
clusive, have  reported  the  col- 
lection of  170,285  tons  of  waste 
paper,  the  nation’s  No.  1 critical 
material. 

The  collections  amount  to  34 
pounds  per  capita  on  the  basis 
of  the  1940  census.  The  goal  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Salvage  for  the  five-month 
period  was  48  pounds  per  capita. 

State  collections  by  months 
are  as  follows:  January,  22,133 
tons;  February,  31,110  tons; 
March,  34,440  tons;  April,  38,684 
tons;  May,  43,928  tons. 

“For  the  first  six  months  of 
this  year,  we  have  attempted 
to  collect  waste  paper  at  the 
rate  of  10  pounds  per  capita,” 
said  Colley  S.  Baker,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Salvage.  “First  re- 
sults were  most  discouraging, 
because  a tremendous  amount 
of  paper  was  being  burned  and 
thrown  away.  An  intensive 
campaign  of  education  has  been 
carried  on  with  the  result  that 
collections  in  May  averaged  8.87 
pounds  per  capita.  We  are 
anxious  to  hit  our  stride  with 
June  collections,  and  continue 
to  increase  each  month  for  the 
rest  of  this  year.” 

Baker  pointed  out  that  25  of 
the  67  counties  rep>orted  collec- 
tions of  10  pounds  per  capita 
or  more  in  May,  with  Lancaster 
County  leading  the  parade  with 
average  collections  of  22.3 
pounds  per  capita.  Huntingdon 
County  was  second  with  15.6 
per  capita,  and  Dauphin  County 
third  with  15  pounds  per  capita. 

“A  great  many  counties,” 
Baker  continued,  “are  not  be- 
ginning to  do  their  share  of  this 
vital  salvage  work.  In  these 
counties  collections  must  be 
stepped  up  immediately.  Since 
the  invasion  has  begun  the 
need  for  more  waste  paper  for

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A Man  on  Horseback 

It  was  beastly  hot  Sunday— the 
hottest  June  18  on  record  here,  in 
case  you  didn’t  find  it  out  for 
yourself.  And  we  were  sweltering 
in  the  coolest  spot  to  be  found  on 
a hill  near  the  city  when  a man 
on  horseback  came  riding  up, 
stopped,  and  dismounted. 

He  was  a middle-aged  man,  as 
trim  and  brown  as  a horseman 
should  be,  and  his  horse  was  a 
beauty.  But  why  should  a 
stranger  be  calling  on  us  on  the 
hottest  Sunday  afternoon  of  the 
year?  It  turned  out  that  he  was 
a Civilian  Defense  worker  can- 
vassing our  section  of  the  coimty 
for  the  names  of  soldiers  who  may 
not  vote  this  year  unless  their 
names  and  addresses  are  collected 
so  that  ballots  can  be  sent  to  dis- 
tant camps  and  battlefields.  And 
even  though  it  was  beastly  hot 
and  nearly  everybody  else  was 
going  swimming  or  sitting  in  the 
shade,  he  was  using  his  day  off 
to  render  this  small  service  to  our 
fighting  men  who  don’t  take  time 
out  for  the  weather,  either. 

A horse  is  a rare  sight  these 
days,  and  a well-groomed,  high- 
spirited  saddle  horse  is  even  rarer. 
The  kids  admired  her  tremend- 
ously as  they  fed  her  carrots,  and 
even  the  baby  patted  her  nose 
rather  gingerly.  But  a man  like 
that  who  would  pick  such  a day 
for  such  an  errand  is  a bit  of  a 
rarity  himself.  As  the  man  on 
horseback  rode  down  the  hill 
again — he  had  collected  the  names 
and  addresses  of  14  service  men 
that  afternoon  and  was  going  to 
get  some  more — we  realized  that 
it  is  citizens  like  him  who  make 
America  a country  well  worth 
fighting  for.

Plan  Disaster 
Group  To  Hunt 
For  Aircraft 

A plan  for  setting  up  a 
Civilian  Defense  organization 
that  could  be  quickly  mobilized 
in  the  search  for  aircraft  or 
occupants  in  the  event  of  a 
crash  or  forced  landing,  is  being 
considered  by  SCD. 

This  new  group  will  be  pat- 
terned after  a similar  organiza- 
tion now  functioning  Massa- 
chusetts, it  was  stated. 

There  are  approximately 
600,000  persons  in  the  pro- 
tective services  who  could  be 
activated  for  this  operation. 
Already  Civilian  Defense  has 
assisted  i n locating  young 
children  who  have  strayed  from 
home  and  for  older  persons 
lost  in  the  mountains. 

While  the  State  plan  is  still 
in  the  tentative  stage,  the  State 
Council  is  considering  the  pos- 
sibility of  coordinating  me 
services  of  forest  fire  fighters, 
sportsmen’s  clubs  and  Boy 
Scouts  of  the  Life,  Eagle  and 
Senior  grades,  to  augment  the 
Civilian  Defense  units.

Third  Defense 
Region  Closes; 
SCD  To  Carry  On 

Closing  of  the  Third  Civilian 
Defense  Region  with  Head- 
quarters at  Baltimore  will  not 
make  material  difference  in  the 
relation  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  National  Council  of  Civilian 
Defense.  The  latter  maintains 
its  headquarters  in  the  Dupont 
Circle  Building,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

The  Third  Region  has  been 
comprised  o f Pennsylvania, 
Maryland  and  Virginia  for  a 
while  District  of  Columbia  was 
part  of  it  but  that  was  changed 
some  months  ago.  The  Region, 
like  other  similar  defense 
regions,  passed  out  of  existence 
on  July  1. 

Colonel  Henry  A.  Reninger, 
for  years  associated  with  the 
National  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  former  Adjutant 
General  of  the  old  28th  Divi- 
sion when  Governor  Martin 
was  its  Commander,  has  been 
transferred  to  the  new  District 
Office  set-up  in  New  York  City 
which  will  cover  various  sea- 
board States. 

Lt.  Col.  William  E.  Pierce 
who  has  been  Liaison  Officer 
with  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense for  the  United  States 
Army  ever  since  the  State 
Council  organization  was 
effected,  has  been  transferred 
to  Harrisburg  and  will  have 
his  offices  in  the  State  Council 
Headquarters  in  the  State 
Capitol.  Both  Colonel  Reninger 
and  Colonel  Pierce  were 
attached  to  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  in  its  formative 
days  in  this  State. 

Colonel  Augustine  S.  Jane- 
way, who  is  stationed  at  the 
National  OCD  Headquarters  in 
Washington,  will  be  head  of 
the  Protective  Division  and  will 
maintain  a n active  contact 
with  Pennsylvania.  Charles  E. 
Clark,  Chief  Fire  Warden,  will 
be  Property  Officer  for  Penn- 
sylvania as  heretofore,  but  re- 
porting to  Washington.  Ray  F. 
Riegelmeier,  Chief  Air  Raid 
Warden  and  Plant  Protection 
Officer,  will  have  charge  of 
Plant  Protection  operations  and 
National  Security  Awards  for 
Pennsylvania  reporting  to 
Washington  instead  of  to  Balti- 
more. 

Horatio  W.  Turner,  who  has 
been  Assistant  Director  of  the 
Third  Region  and  in  charge  of 
certain  branches  of  War  Serv- 
ices, has  resigned  and  will  be 
located  in  Washington  in  con- 
nection with  the  renegotiation 
division  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Third  Region  Head- 
quarters have  been  closed  but 
the  State  Council  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  its  affiliated  Councils 
will  go  marching  right  on.

Changes  in  Chemical 

Warfare  Terminology 

Senior  Gas  Officers  in  Penn- 
sylvania were  recently  notified 
of  changes  in  chemical  warfare 
terminology  by  C.  L.  Siebert, 
State  Gas  Consultant. 

War  gases  are  divided  into 
two  general  groups — casualty 
gases  and  harassing  gases. 
Under  the  first  group  comes 
blister  gases,  choking  gases 
and  blood  and  nerve  poisons. 
Harassing  gases  are  divided 
into  vomiting  and  tear  gases. 
The  other  general  classifications 
are  screening  smokes  and  in- 
cendiaries. 

The  new  terminology  will  be 
used  in  all  future  instruction 
and  activities  concerning  chemi- 
cal warfare.

The  suggestion  has  come  that 
counties  or  municipalities  make 
a small  allocation  of  public 
funds  which  could  be  devoted 
to  defraying  the  cost  of  tele- 
phone tolls  made  in  connection 
with  the  Victory  Garden  pro- 
gram upon  proper  certification 
as  to  their  official  character. 

The  suggestion  is  one  worth 
well  noting.  A good  many 
people  have  dug  down  into 
their  pocketbooks  to  meet  the 
costs  of  what  is  one  of  our 
greatest  community  activities. 


Victory  Garden 
Booklets  Issued; 
Well  Received 

The  State  Council  of  Defense 
has  issued  a handbook  on 
Victory  Gardens  which  has  been 
compiled  by  the  Victory  Garden 
Committee,  a branch  of  the 
War  Services  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense,  published 
in  collaboration  with  the  Ellen 
H.  Richards  Institute  of  Penn- 
sylvania State  College.  The 
handbook  contains  436  pages 
filled  with  an  immense  amount 
of  information  about  garden- 
ing during  the  war,  all  the 
result  of  extended  observation 
and  experience. 

The  book  contains  a fore- 
word by  Governor  Edward 
Martin  who  is  Chairman  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  in 
which  he  comments  upon  the 
big  increase  in  War  Gardens 
in  1943  over  the  total  of  1942 
and  speaks  words  of  encourage- 
ment for  those  interested.  “Food, 
without  question,  is  the  strong- 
est weapon  of  war.  Armies  and 
those  who  supply  them  can  not 
progress  far  without  food.  We 
must  plant  more  gardens  and 
enlarge  our  activities  in  every 
field  of  agriculture  in  order  to 
support  our  armies  abroad, 
every  pound  of  food  raised  at 
home  releases  that  much  food 
to  our  Armed  Forces”  said  the 
Governor. 

Mrs.  Worthington  Scranton, 
Commander  of  the  War  Serv- 
ices of  the  State  Council,  con- 
tributes an  introduction  and 
there  are  articles  on  gardens 
by  Dr.  Warren  B.  Mack, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  State 
Council  Victory  Garden  Com- 
mittee; Dr.  Pauline  Beery 
Mack,  Director  of  Nutrition 
of  the  War  Services  branch, 
who  discusses  the  nutritional 
angle  of  War  Gardens  and 
others.  The  handbook  is  pro- 
fusely illustrated  and  gives 
much  scientific  information  on 
food  values. 

The  State  Council  is  also 
about  to  issue  a bulletin  giving 
the  locations  of  all  deposits  of 
blood  plasma  in  the  Common- 
wealth. There  are  dozens  of 
deposits  mainly  in  hospitals 
and  other  places  easily  avail- 
able in  event  of  need  due  to 
disaster  or  other  causes.  Dur- 
ing the  tornado  of  June  23 
plasma  deposits  were  rushed 
to  the  devastated  towns  in 
Allegheny,  Washington,  Greene 
and  other  counties  and  a large 
amount  was  taken  by  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Police  to  the  West 
Virginia  line  and  turned  over 
to  the  West  Virginia  State 
Police  for  use  in  the  towns 
damaged  by  the  tornado.

CD  Units  Lent 
Valuable  Aid  To 
Storm  Victims 

“The  manner  in  which  Civil- 
ian Defense  units,  both  Pro- 
tective and  War  Services 
branches,  stood  ready  to  help 
and  in  some  instances  did  con- 
tribute valuable  assistance  in 
the  recent  tornado  sweeping 
over  certain  south-western 
Pennsylvania  counties,  is  such 
that  it  commands  general  ad- 
miration,” said  Dr.  Ralph 
Cooper  Hutchison,  Executive 
Director  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense,  in  reviewing  reports 
upon  the  work  of  Civilian  De- 
fense following  the  disaster  of 
June  23. 

“From  what  I have  learned 
many  men  and  women  enrolled 
in  our  units  were  on  the  ground 
or  standing  ready  to  lend  assist- 
ance as  quickly  as  fire  and 
police  forces  in  the  affected 
areas  ascertained  the  extent 
of  the  disaster,”  Dr.  Hutchison 
states:  “They  did  not  consider 
themselves  nor  the  terrible 
weather  but  went  out  report- 
ing to  their  posts  and  in  many 
instances  travelling  across 
country  t o give  assistance. 
Greene  County  was  seriously 
affected  by  the  tornado  and 
our  people  from  Washington 
County  went  out  before  the 
storm  had  really  subsided  to 
give  their  assistance.  Help  was 
also  extended  by  Westmoreland 
County  and  Fayette  stood  ready 
reporting  to  Chairman  Way- 
choff  of  Greene  County,  it  was 
prepared  to  send  doctors,  nurses 
and  plasma  if  needed.  The  help 
given  in  the  McKeesport  area 
has  been  most  favorably  com- 
mented upon  by  the  McKees- 
port News  and  other  newspapers 
and  is  a proud  record.  In 
Indiana  County  our  people  also 
gave  assistance  in  the  area 
stricken  by  the  storm”. 


TO  USE  AIR  RAID  SIREN 

To  insure  an  adequate  warn- 
ing for  the  Progress-Colonial 
Park  area,  it  was  recently  de- 
cided to  use  the  air  raid  siren 
for  the  souding  of  fire  alarms, 
under  an  agreement  reached 
between  the  Progress  DC  and 
the  fire  company. 

The  new  system  calls  for 
three  sharp  blasts  of  the  siren, 
in  the  event  of  fires. 
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State  Warning 
System  Begun 

At  one  minute  after  midnight 
on  Saturday,  June  10,  respon- 
sibility for  the  dissemination  of 
air  raid  warnings  in  the  com- 
monwealth passed  from  the 
hands  of  the  Army  to  the  State 
Council  of  Defense  and  the 
temporary  Penna.  State  Warn- 
ing System  came  into  being. 

Army  “black  boxes”  through- 
out the  State  have  been  dis- 
connected. Under  the  new 
plan,  the  State  Control  Center 
will  have  direct  communication 
with  the  Third  Service  Com- 
mand in  Baltimore  and  warn- 
ings will  be  flashed  out  from 
the  State  Control  Center  to  the 
57  warning  centers  throughout 
the  State.  It  will  be  the  duty 
of  each  district  warning  center 
to  fan  out  any  warning  mes- 
sages. 

The  permanent  warning 
system  will  probably  include 
the  use  of  the  State  Police 
teletype  network. 

There  will  be  no  change  in 
the  signals  when  a blackout 
practice  is  ordered  by  the  Army 
or  enemy  action  reported.  The 
sequence  of  siren  operation  will 
be  the  same. 

Sounding  of  the  “all-clear” 
by  radio  has  been  abolished.

Pennsylvania  is  far  out  in  front  of  other  states  in  the  cer- 
tification of  industries  for  the  National  Security  Award  attest- 
ing to  excellence  of  service  under  wartime  conditions. 

With  29  presentations  already  held  and  11  additional  plants 
approved  with  ceremonies  yet  to  be  held,  this  total  represents 
more  than  any  other  state  has  received  to  date. 

While  Pennsylvania  has  the  highest  number  of  awards,  it 
must  be  considered  that  this  state  has  over  17,000  plants  within 
its  confines.  On  this  basis,  the  percentage  is  exceedingly  srpall. 
It  also  indicates  the  high  standard  and  the  prestige  of  the  award. 

With  appropriate  ceremonies  held  in  Harrisburg  June  8,  the 
Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Pennsylvania  was  presented  with 
the  Award  for  outstanding  accomplishment  in  maintaining  a 
superior  standard  of  protection  and  security.

Child  Care  Move 
Grows  Large 

Mrs.  Ludlow  reported  that 
there  are  now  operating  29 
nurseries  and  11  school  age 
centers  in  12  communities  serv- 
ing 1320  children.  Centers 
planned  for  and  in  the  pro- 
cessing stage  total  35  nurseries 
and  25  school  age  in  12  com- 
munities to  serve  1975  children. 
The  total  program  will  result 
in  100  Centers  in  24  communi- 
ties serving  3295  children. 


The  Bureau  of  Child  Care  in 
cooperation  with  Pennsylvania 
State  College  held  an  Institute 
for  Leaders  in  Child  Care 
Centers  on  June  15,  16  and  17 
at  State  College.  There  were 
36  registrants  from  Erie, 
Rankin,  Indiana,  Scranton,  Wil- 
liamsport, York,  Hazleton,  W’’il- 
low  Grove  and  State  College.

Reports  coming  to  the  office 
of  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
tell  of  appreciation  of  the 
Chairmen  of  County  and  Local 
Fifth  War  Bond  Drive  Com- 
mittees of  aid  given  by  men 
and  women  enrolled  in  Civilian 
Defense. 

It  has  not  been  the  policy  of 
the  State  Council  of  Defense 
to  ask  the  appointment  of  sepa- 
rate War  Bond  Committees 
although  frequently  asked  in- 
stead County  Chairmen  and 
Local  Chairmen  have  been 
urged  to  tell  their  people  to 
offer  their  services  as  indi- 
viduals to  the  Chairman  of 
their  home  community  War 
Loan  Drive.  Thousands  of  them 
appear  to  have  done  so  and 
the  help  they  have  given  is 
calling  for  praise. 

In  Philadelphia  and  several 
other  counties  persons  engaged 
in  the  Military  Ballot  Informa- 
tion Canvass  also  worked  on 
the  War  Loan  Drive.  Judge 
Harry  S.  McDevitt,  Chairman 
of  the  Philadelphia  Council  of 
Defense,  has  expressed  his  ad- 
miration for  the  work  done  in 
all  kinds  of  weather  and  under 
many  adverse  conditions  on  be- 
half of  the  War  Loan.
